This group to- 
day, advanced west and south 
against the Chinese positions in 
the hilly region northeast of Han- 
kow. 

According to Japanese reports, 
the Chinese defences have been 
extraordinarily strengthened in 
the Inst few weeks, [For the de- 
fence of Hankow, strong Chinese 
forces are being sent forward, on 
both sides of the Yangtse. These 
forees have several times,’ in the 
lust few days, come Into violent 
conflict with the Japanese. 

The Japancso front, 300 kilo- 
metres wide on both sides of the 
Yungtse, indicates the probability 
that the central lino of attack of 
the Japanese main offensive will 
be against’ the Peiping-Hankow 
Railway, -in the north, and against 
Hankow In the south. 


HARD FIGHTING |. 

As General Chiang Kai-shek ‘is 
determined to defend the Hankew 
sector to the Inst man, . Japanese 
inilitary circles count on hard and 
diMcult fighting, since the Japan- 
eso army has still 150 kilometres 
to pnsa to reach the Pelping-Can- 
ton Railway and the Chinese in 
thin region have .conatructed ” en- 
traordinarily strong fortifications. 
Moreover, the difficulties that will 
have to be overcome, especially 
those that arise through the acti- 
vilies of the Chinese irregulars, 
are by no means underestimated. 

In viow of the strateyle pollti- 
cal and economic significance of 
Hankow and the Yangtse Valley, 
Chinese irregulars have recently 
continuously ‘harassed: the advanc- 
Ing Japanese troops and, in parti- 
cular, made incessant attempts to 
cut thelr Hines of communication. 
For this renson, the Japanese in 
the Inat few weeka have often had 
to send strong troop units to pro-) 
tect their lincs of communication.

To the southeist of Nanking, 
amall group of Chinese irregular 
frequently attempted to hold - up 
the Japancse advance.

NEAVY LOSSES 
Hankow, Yesterday. 

Heavy casualties have been suf- 
fered by Japanese forces who 
launched attacks on Pikiashan and 
Liyushan southwest of Juichang.

POISON GAS 
ALLEGATIONS —

. Tokyo, Yesterday. 

The spokesman for the War 
Ministry to-day -- denied the 
Chinese allegation presented to 
the Director-General Secretariat 
of the League of Nations, Mr. 
Avenol alleging that the Jap- 
anese forces had annihilated two 
Chinese battalions ; in a battle 
near Chunhwang in Kiangsi on 
August 8 by using poison gas. 

The spokesman anid that Jap- 
unese troops do not use poison 
gas and he. pointed to the fact 
that it is prohibited in Interna- 
tional Law. ;

The erdssing of the Ebro was 
un brilliant feat of surprise. It is 
true that the rebels have rallied 
here, and have contrived to drive 
in the Republican right wing. But 
the Republicans hold thelr main 
positions round Gandesa, and su 
long as they retain this advan- 
tage, the march towards Valencia 
‘cannot be resumed.

EUROPEAN CRISIS 


T ix a sombre prospect that Burope is being compelled to con- 

template. For little further attempt is being made even in 
London, traditionally the last to abandgn hope of an eleventh- 
hour ray of sunshine, to conceal the fact that the crisis over the 
future of Czccho-Slovakia is rapidly coming to.& head and that 
the hour may well be disastrous. It is true that a last-minute 
endeavour is being made to avert catastrophe. - The “purely 
private” visit of Mr, Ashton-Gwatkin to the Foreign Office is in- 
vested with the deepest significance, coupled as it has been with 
subsequent hits that Britain will make a clear declaration 
of her intention to’ throw her weight on -the side of France in 
the event that she becomes involved in war 


in support of her ob- 
ligations to Czecho-Slovakia, In Prague, a further plan design- 
ed to tempt the Sudeten Germans with a compromise offer has 
been evolved, which tells two things very clearly, one, that Lord 
hope of an agreement on the basis of 
Germans; and two, that the great scale of the German army 
manoeuvres ik causing anxiety oulside as well as inside the Reich. 

In a semi-official statement by the British Government, the 
view is. again emphasised that an agreed and peaceful solution 
of the mincritics problen: in Crecho-Slovakia is not beyond the 
reach of wise stateamanship, if that quality is forthcoming from 
both sides and all parties concerned. The implication is unmis- 
takable. There is a gloomy feeling in British quarters that wis- 
dom may not emerge as the final arbiter, and that a critica’ 
juncture has been reached. ‘The problem which remains to be 
resolved is how far, if at all, Herr Henlein is committed to Herr 
Hitler, and, if that committal. is as complete as some observers 
allege, how far Herr Hitler is prepared to go. a : x 

The bait is admittedly tempting. “The master of Bohemia 
is the master of Europe,” Bismack once said; and if Germany 
could udd to her seventy-five millions the control of a further 
population of fifteen millions, with their mineral_and agricultural 
resources and with the great armament industries of Skoda and 
Witkowitz, she would be irresistible in the Danube basin; Hun- 
mry, Jugoslavia and Rumania would pass into her sphere, she 
would soon control the Rumanian oil fields and would be ready to 
apply Herr Hitler’s famous anti-Russian programme in the 
Ukraine. Germany would be the master of the Continent. 

It is from this aspect that the Czech problem must be re- 
garded. It is the strategic key to hegemony in Europe, quite 
apart from the sympathies or antipathies which onc may. have 
for the only state in Eastern Europe which has been able to 
maintain a system of free democratic and representative govern- 
ment.: It hag been repeatedly stated officially in the last few 
months that in the event of an attack upon Czechoslovakia both 
France and Russia will fulfil their treaty pledges of assistance, 
and Czechoslovak opinion,. while showing. exemplary calm, has 
unanimously indorsed the resolution of its Premier, Dr. Hodza, 
to “Defend, defend, defend!” Mr, Chamberlain, ‘is expected to 
make it even clearer that war, if it came, would also almost 
inevitably involve others besides “the partics of the original dis- 
pute.’ : 

The Prague Government, so far from resenting outside ad- 
vice, hus publicly accepted it in the form of the Runciman Mis- 
sion, which quickly succeeded in introducing a calmer atmosphere 
in all discussions. There are, however, two points on which no 
Czechoslovak Government can yicld. It. cannot give up those 
purely defensive alliances with France and Russia which are the 
guarantees of its independence, and it cunnot surrender to locul 
automonous bodies the control of the state police. It is not 
quite eusy to explain the function of n state police under a Min- 
istry of the Interior in every continental country:* But what 
happéned in Austria last February ‘when Dr. Schuschnigg sur- 
rendered polica contro] to a Nattonul Socinliat nominee, will give 
the necessary clue. If the Sudeten Germans are to be the Trojan 
Horse admitted to the Bohemian fortross jn a struggle of major 
power politics, then the future for Europe is indeed dark. “But 
if the new chartor is, after negotiation; to become the basis of an

DEMARCHE 


Berlin, Yesterday. 

The German | press gives up 
some of its front page space 
which, during the Inst three 
days, has been devoted entirely 
to the Horthy visit, to reports 
of ancalarming character from 
Czecho-Slovakia. : 

Special prominence is given to 
the announcement of the Sudeten 
German Party, that its members 
might sec themaelves compelled to 
have recourse to their right «to 
‘Txelf-lefence, 

Great stir haa been caused here 
by a report published in a Prague 
evening newspaper nilegiug “that 
Germany made last week nn de- 
marche in the capltals of several 
European countries, 

The Prague newspaper main- 
taina that the German  Govern- 
ment, whilst: stressing [ts will to 
peace, had no other choice than to 
use all means to get the Sudeten 
German demands accepted, if oa 
solution of the Sudeten German 
question war deferred too long. 

A sharp denial of this report 
of a German demarche is made 
by informed quarters, It is not 
disputed, however, that the repre- 
sentatives of the German Reich in 
the Foreign countries have taken 
the opportunity, by routine calls 
at Foreiyn Ofices, to explain: the 
German standpoint on the 
Czechoslovakian question.—Trans- 
Ocean.

Until recent years, u Test match to us in the Colonies has never 
had the vividness that the radio has made of this series. 
While it may: be satisfying to read in the papers a fairly full 
account of the play, it takes the fine descriptive powers of 
an expert cricket commentator to make the innings raally 


live. 

For that reason Hlutton’s bat- 
ting during the week was not 
merely a matter of cold figures to 
hundreds of . cricketers in Hong 
Kong. With but small powers of 
imagination they were. able to 
visualise every stroke, every 
weakness and strength; they were 
able to share in narrow escapes, 
and thrill, as Hutton must have 
thrilled, to the roar of the crowd 
us one record after another 
toppled.
